WHAT IS THE MAN? 


Ive known him all my life--I call 
him “Dad.” As a natural father, 
he made no difference between 
his children. He loved us equally 
even to the point when buying 
needed clothing for one, he 
would buy for all, whether all 
needed or not. 


He’s the kind of Dad who is his 
family’s strength and guide. He’s 
the kind of Dad his family looks 
up to. He’s the kind of Dad who 
shows concern for all his 
children, from the eldest to the 
youngest. He’s the kind of Dad 
that the family knows is there 
when they need him. 


He’s more than just a father, he’s 
also a friend, not only to his 
own children, but to others. 
Recently I heard him mention 
that he brought enough material 
tOmemaKke dresses / for 
approximately fourteen (14) 
young ladies of the church 
pastored in Humboldt, 
Tennessee. Just as he purchased 
shoes for all of us when only one 
actually needed the shoes -- so 
he made it possible for those 
fourteen (14) young ladies to 
have new clothing when perhaps 
all fourteen did not have the 
same need. Here at New 
Jerusalem, he invites all the 
members, their families and their 
friends to eat with him and

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Mother each first Sunday of the 
New Year. On one occasion, 
there was not enough food left 
for the young people who had 
served in the dining areas, so he 
sent all of them out, at his 
expense, to the Howard Johnson 
Restaurant. He doesn’t always 
get the praise that he deserves, 
but neither does he seek praise. 
He does such things because of 
his love for God and _ for 
humanity. 


What is the man? Like Joseph, 
he’s a dreamer. He _ has 
diagrammed and built so many 
churches on_ laundry © shirt 
eardboard; and some of those 
dreams have been realized in 
some of the many churches he’s 
Pastored, especially at Holy 
Temple (Memphis) and here at 
New Jerusalem where there have 
been three transformations to 
this present structure. 


Like: Moses, he’s a messenger of 
God trying to free God’s people 
from the bondages of sin and 
who tells us to lay aside every 
earthly burden and weight that 
will keep us from scaling the 
mountain. 


Like David, he’s a_ shepherd 
keeping watch over his flock and 
warning the sheep that God has 
given him of the dangers and 
pitfalls that surround them. Yes, 
he’s a man after God’s own 
heart. 


Like Elijah, he’s a prophet. He 
has warned many a parent and 
child of what will happen to the 
disobedient, the rebellious, the 
haughty, the proud; and many 
of these prophecies have come 
true. 


Again, Like Elijah, he’s a 
defender of the faith. You’ve 
heard him tell of personal 
incidents in his life which 
required him to defend the 
Church of God in Christ against 
those who twist the Scriptures 
or fight against the Church and 
its teachings. 


Like Jeremiah, he’s a writer: 
having written enumerable 
articles for the Whole Truth 
Paper, The Evangelist Speaks, 
and who has published 
numerous tracts, hundreds of 


which have been distributed 
throughout the city by members 
of this church. 


Again, like Jeremiah, he’s a giver 
of comfort, to the sick, praying 
and anointing with oil, the 
feeble, giving comfort to the 
bereaved, the hungry and the 
needy ones, giving offerings of 
love tokens -- sometimes loaning 
money and never being repaid. 


Like Daniel, he’s a man of 
principle and courage. He refuses 
to bow to the devil or to become 
a buddy with him. He constantly 


_ preaches against buddyhood. He 


believes you should stand for 
right even if you must stand 
alone. He says there’s a ‘“‘Water 
gate” in the Church; yet, he 
refuses to become a part of it. 


Like John the Baptist, he’s the 
son of a minister (even though 
he started preaching before his 
father), he’s a preacher of 
righteousness preaching the 
unadulterated gospel of Jesus 
Christ; he’s a non-conformist -- 
he stands behind what he 
believes in, even if he must stand 
alone. 


Like Peter, he’s a rock: firm, 


solid, steadfast, a faithful 
follower of Jesus Christ. He 
doesn’t have states or 


jurisdictions or the like under his 
charge; he’s somewhat ostracized 
nationally and statewide; and 
locally, sometimes even in his 
own church, everything is not 
always smooth. Sometimes he is 
criticized for the things he says 
or the stand he takes; and this 
criticism has, at times, extended 
to his family. When we would 
question why some say and do 
as they please but there are only 
certain things they want the 
family to say or do, I’m sure 
being a natural father as well, he 
most likely had some personal 
feelings about these things, but 
his advice would be: ‘“‘Learn to 
take it, for if you can take it, 
you can make it.” That’s good 
advice for anyone, even though 
it’s not always easy to do. 


Like Peter also, he’s a fisherman. 
He goes out in his boat, launches 
into the deep and comes home 
with a net full of fish. But more 
than this, he’s also a fisherman 
of men catching souls for Jesus 
and cleaning them up with the 
Word of God. 


Like Paul, he’s a_ scholar, 
well-educated and versed in all 
scriptural matters. Who’s a 
better preacher? 


Like Luke, he’s a traveler. A trip 
that meant more to him, I 
believe, than others he has taken 
was his pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land (Jerusalem) and 
surrounding areas where he was 
able to actually see and learn 
more about Bible-land places. 


Like Luke, he’s an author who 
has published one _ hard-back 
volume and he’s an artist with 
words. Do you listen when he’s 
preaching and hear the Holy 
Spirit uttering through him such 
touching and descriptive phrases 
as: “Jesus is the sinner’s friend, 
Jesus is a sin pardoner and a 
devil driver, Jesus is the hope of 
glory,” or “Jesus came all the 
way from the shining courts of 
glory,” or “‘every since God has 
saved me, I’ve had a running 
stream of His divine glory.” 


, Mother 
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He’s a man of faith who believes 
that God works miracles and 
many have testified of 
miraculous healing through his 
prayers. 


Yes, he’s a man of prayer who 
sought God in the selection ofa 
wife for himself and God gave 
him a precious jewel who taught 
her children to love and respect 
their Dad, who taught her 
children to be a close-knit family 
and in her words, “‘stick by your 
father.” Prayer helped him find 
this woman who wears an 
everlasting smile, who I have 
never heard yell or scream at her 
children, but who has sacrificed 
her life for her home and her 
family; and, even more than this, 
who has become submissive to 
the will of God and is an ardent 
church worker in her own rights. 


I’m proud and very grateful to 
God to have Bishop and Mother 
Patterson for both my natural 
and spiritual parents. Both have 
been an inspiration to me. My 
prayer is that God will continue 
to favor you, Mother and Dad, 
with his choicest blessings and to 
light your countenance with his 
special love. You’re’ both 
beautiful people and I love you 
dearly.

PROGRESS REPORT 
by: Dr. A. J. Hines 


Today is January 7, 1974. I am 
rushing to finish my report. I 
came to the office this morning, 
in a very heavy Texas Fog. The 
morning is just about over and it 
has not lifted. 


As I look out of the window 
into this dreary morning, the 
only thing that brings some 
cheer, is the thought of the 
success we have had over the 
past year in the establishing of 
these Bible Colleges in the 
Church of God in Christ, and the 
enthusiam that is shown by all 
who is involved. We can attribute 
this success to the help of God 
and the cooperation we received 
from most of the Bishops in the 
Areas where we have organized 
schools. 


While in Memphis, I was 
contacted by a number of 
Bishops about schools in their 
jurisdiction. However, we were 
moving at such a slow pace in 
the New England Area, I decided 
to return in this Area soon. 
November 29, I left Houston, 
enroute to Hartford, Conneticut. 
Upon arriving, I was met by Rev. 
J. C. Haynes; and journeyed to 
New Haven to see Rev. C. H. 
Brewer. A target date was set for 
the opening of the C. H. Mason 
School in New Haven. 


Bishop C. W. Williams came by 
and took me with him to New 
England. New England has such 
a cold dull, gray appearance 
during the winter. It brings back 
to one’s mind, the setting of the 
tales of Edgar Allen Poe. After a 
delightful dinner, the Bishop and 
I sat down to the business of 
organizing the School in 
Springfield, on Saturday 
morning we left in a very crisp 
cold breeze for Springfield. To 
my surprise, the meeting was 
held just around the corner from 
the home of a friend of mine, 
Rev. Talbert Swain. I tried to 
locate him, but later found out 
he was enjoying a wonderful 
vacation in Bermuda, celebrating 
his wedding anniversary; I left 
word with his Sister to tell him 
that only the very rich could do 
that. 


In the mass meeting, Bishop 
Williams gave a very impressive 
talk in regards to the need for a 
Bible College in Springfield and 
Boston. When the meeting 
terminated, Bishop C. W. 
Williams was appointed to the 
office of President by the 
Executive Director. He then 
appointed Rev. J. P. Morgan. as 
Dean of the School in 
Springfield, and Mrs. Earnestine 
Witterington as Dean of the 
school in Boston. The meeting 
was ajourned, with everyone 
inspired to go to work. 

On Sunday morning, I enjoyed a 
wonderful service at Holy 
Temple Church with Rev. J. P. 
Morgan, and Sunday night in 
New Haven; Conn., we were in 
another inspiring service with 
Rev. Charles Brewer, Jr., and 
two forty, I could hear the 
rumbling of the wheels of that 
727 as it was off for Atlanta and 
Houston. 


On December the 15th, I left for 
Atlanta, Georgia, to organize the 
Charles Harrison Mason Bible 
College in the City that is the 
birth place of the C. H. Mason 
Seminary. After two days 


packed with work, Rev. L. R. 
Hensley, Bishop George Briley 
and I along with the Faculty 
organized the Bible College. I 
then flew home to Houston. The 
next day I walked into the office 
that has on the door a word that 
says Executive Director that is 


interpreted in any man’s 
language, a (work horse). . . 


There I dropped the bag, that is 
full of books and folders, and a 
number of other things. I 
pledged not to go into this office 
until after Christmas, and I DID 
NOT. . However, on the 26th of 
December, I picked it up again, 
this time my destination was 
Birmingham, Alabama. 


I was trying to complete my 
plans to organize the East Coast, 
the Eastern Shore and the South 
by the end of 1973. I was met at 
the Air Port by Bishop W. S. 
Harris. He took me to the home 
of Elder John. F. Key, who I 
later learned was related to my 
friend Rev. F. E. Perry, Jr. On 
the following day I was 
introduced to the delegation 
that would be responsible for 
the School in the State of 
Alabama. They were Dr. Leon 
Frazier, Supt. Wiley C. Neal and 
Mrs. Alice Davis, Mrs. Rosana A. 
Neal, Mrs. Katie Dansey, Mrs. 
Irene Jennette Frazier, Mrs. 
John Key. 


After a wonderful dialogue, the 
Bishop W. S. Harris was 
appointed President, Dr. Leon 
Frazier as Vice-President, Supt. 
Wiley C. Neal Area Director. 


Saturday I spent a very relaxing 
day in the home of _ the 
Johnsons, in Huntsville. Sunday 
I worshiped with Bishop W. S. 
Harris at the church on Gorner 
Drive in Huntsville, and on 
Sunday Evening, Brother 
Johnson took me to the Air 
Port; after I checked in, we 
talked for a little while and 
shook hands and I started down 
that long silent corridor to gate 
9 and a Southern Airline Flight 
to Atlanta and on to Houston. 


Enroute home the _ next 
morning, I looked out of the 
window upon the Cities we were 
passing; how many times I had 
flown over them, and I began to 


thank God for blessing me to fly: 


over the East, South and The 
SouthEast and only he knows 
the miles I have covered in the 
air and on the ground trying to 
do the job that has been assigned 
to me. 


I thought how during the winter, 
I have changed climates so 
rapidly and have been in areas 
where the Hong Kong flu was 
raging and God blessed me not 
to even contact a cold. Also, 
how I have flown through 
electrical storms with lightening 
flashing and the aircraft bucking 
like a Texas Mustang. 
Nevertheless, God blessed us to 
land. I am asking each of you to 
pray for me and the Charles 
Harrison Mason System of Bible 
Colleges and lend us your 
support.

Let us not hurt 
our own souls, for if we give the 
word to others, read or hear, 
listen to it for it maybe for you 
first. How can we give the word 
to others without letting the 
“word be in us, not just in the 
mount. 


“Oh, Father’, help me I want 
your word in me; So-I can help 
myself first to be saved; then 
Father “help me” with your 
words to help someone or others 
to your will. Give us truth, 
Wisdom, faith, humbleness, love 
and patience. No short coming, 
if so, let me find them, repent 
and be forgiven. I want the 
realness of Christ to be real in 
my life. I want to see more. of 
this realness in the saints of 
today. 


The church must be ready; will 
you Pray with me for our saved 
lives. Open our eyes so we can 
see; Listen, so we might hear the 
pleas of our souls to make ready; 
then pray hard with real 
repentance. Do not think and 
say this is not for me, for it 
maybe. Pray for others that need 
it. Laymen to the Bishops, 
Bishops to the Laymen. Pray, 
Jesus gave us a prayer to use, let 
us pray the given prayer.
